An atomic bomb, which was five 
times as strong as the one dropped 
in Japan in 1945, “fell” in San 
Francisco this morning and “kill­ 
ed” 169,370 persons. But Marin 
escaped without any deaths. 
The “blast” was part of a n a­ 
tionwide civil defense exercise to 
test the responsiveness of volun­ 
teer workers and organisations to 
meet an emergency. 
It was a “paper” attack. The 
enemy aircraft, which winged its 
way from the North Pole to swoop 
down on the city at 9:28 a m., ap­ 
peared only through radio and

idea at a conference last Oct. 2 
at the Pentagon wifh him and Roy 
M. Cohn. 
Schine, wealthy unpaid consul­ 
tant to the McCarthy subcommit­ 
tee, was then faced with imminent 
drafting into the Army. Efforts 
to get an officer’s commission for 
him failed. 
Carr was called to the witness 
chair at the McCarthy-Arrry hear­ 
ings as a temporary replacement 
for Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis) who, 
it waa explained, was resting after 
a strenuous speech-making trip 
over the weekend. 
A round-faced, heavy-set. ex-

backed 
up 
previous testimony from McCarthy 
and Cohn, chief counsel to the 
subcommittee on point after point. 
Carr swore: 
1. That on at lease three occa­ 
sions Army officials combined ef­ 
forts to sidetrack McCarthy's in­ 
vestigation of Reds in the Army 
with promises of special Army 
treatment for Schine. 
2. That Stevens suggested the 
McCarthy subcommittee “take the 
heat off* the Army by looking 
into security risks 
in 
defense 
plants, the Air Force and the 
Navy. Stevens has denied this. 
3. That Army Counselor John G 
Adams, after failing in repeated 
attempts to get the McCarthy sub­ 
committee to drop its investigation 
of the Army, claimed he was tak­ 
ing "some control” over Army as­ 
signments for Pvt. Schine. 
Carr cited several occasions in 
which he said Stevens and Adams 
tried to persuade McCarthy to 
drop his investigation of alleged 
subversion at secret radar labora­ 
tories at Ft Monmouth, NJ.. and 
let the Army itself take over the 
inquiry. 
Carr, dubbed by Army Counsel 
Joseph N. Welch as the "strong, 
•ilent man" of the McCarthy- 
Army hearings, took the witness 
chair at the outset of the 33rd day 
and recounted his experiences as 
chief investigator for McCarthy. 
Carr was accused by the Army, 


along with McCarthy and Roy M. 
Cohn, chief counsel to the McCar­ 
thy subcommittee, of exerting im­ 
proper pressures for preferential 
treatment of Schine. 
However, after the Army pre­ 
sented its case, the hearings sub­ 
committee voted 4-3 to drop Carr 
as a principal. 
The vote was on party lines with 
Republicans in the majority. 
As today’s session got under 
way, Mundt said he “hopes and 
believes” the hearings will wind 
up this week. 
Both McCarthy and Cohn were 
scheduled to take the stand again 
later.

Congress To Adjourn 


On Schedule— Knowland 


By UNITED PRESS 
Senate Republican Leader Wil­ 
liam F. Knowland today predicted 
Congrew will adjourn by its July 
31 target date despite the possibil­ 
ity of lengthy debate on foreign 
aid, farm price 
supports, 
and 
atomic energy. 
And Knowland said a floor fight 
on the atomic energy bill may be 
averted by compromises reached 
within the House-Senate commit­ 
tee which is working on the meas­ 
ure. 
Although some Senate leaders 
believe they will be lucky to wind 
up business by mid-August, Know­ 
land said he has seen nothing yet 
to justify moving back the date. 
The Californian said he doubted 
the Indochina crisis would cause 
any major debate on foreign pol­ 
icy. 
SENATE AHEAD OF SCHEDULE 
The Senate is well ahead of its 
normal schedule on appropriations 
bills and among the major money 
bills, only foreign aid appropria­ 
tions is lagging. 
The Senate schedule calls for 
passage this week of two appropri­ 
ations bills—one carrying funds 
for the State, Justice and Com- 


merce departments and the other 
providing money for the Defense 
Department. 


Besides the* appropriations bills, 
the next major legislation on the 
Senate schedule is the administra­ 
tion tax reform bill, which is not 
expected from the Senate Finance 
Committee for more than a week. 


Knowland said the reciprocal 
trade bill, passed by the House 
last week, might be routed out on 
the Senstte floor ahead of the tax 
bill. 
OTHER CONGRESSIONAL NEWS 
Hunt: Sen. Lester C. Hunt an­ 
nounced he will not run for re- 
election in Wyoming this fall due 
to doctor’s orders.

Or, Face Defeat, 


Says Adm. 


WASHINGTON (U.R>—Adm. Rob­ 
ert B. Carney said today tha 
United States must either take 
“timely action” to stop the Com­ 
munists or let their piecemeal 
conquests put this country in the 
"gravest jeopardy.” 
Camev, chief or naval opera­ 
tions and member of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, said he believes a 
major war is neither “imminent 
nor 
inevitable” although “some 
fool could trigger it off.” 
But he added, with an eye on 
the Indochina crisis, that the free 
world already is involved in a 
“low-grade” war in which “any 
local involvement could increase 
gradually to a general conflict.” 
RED GAIN, ALLY LOSS 
Carney, expressing his views in 
a copyrighted interview with the 
magazine U.S. News and Work! 
Report, pointed out that every 
time the Communists seize areas 
in little wars like Korea and Indo­ 
china they not only add to their 
own power but subtract from tho 
Allies’. 
The “tough” alternatives, he 
said, are to accept “a measure 
of defeat” or take a stand “to 
prevent that defeat with timely ac­ 
tion.” He insisted this is not “war­ 
mongering” but a “simple state­ 
ment of fact.” 
If these accretions of power 
continue, each one at our ex­ 
pense,” he said, “the time will 
come when we are in a position 
so inferior that our very existence 
and certainly our existence as a 
major influence in the world will 
be in the gravest jeopardy.” 
Carney’s remarks were some­ 
what along the same lines of a 
speech he made May 27 in New 
York. That was widely interpreted 
at the time as a warning that the 
Allies must be prepared for the 
possibility of joining in the fight­ 
ing in Indochina. 
Since then, the administration 
has made it fairly plain that it 
does not intend to consider inter­ 
vening except on a series of condi­ 
tions which experts do not expect 
to be met before Indochina is in 
mortal danger of falling.

On Miracle Mile 


8an Rafael city engineers Fri­ 
day took a new step to insure 
the city a good pavement on the 
east-bound section of the Miracle 
Mile. 


Acting^ City 
Engineer 
Norris 
Rawles 
removed some 
sub-soil 
from under the existing pavement 
and sent it to the Abbot A. Hanks 
laboratories in San Frandisco for 
a thorough examination. 
Rawles said the examinations 
will show the content of rock, 
splinters from railroad ties, and 
stability of the soil. Results of the 
tests will help determine the ex­ 
tent to which the existing pave­ 
ment and base must be removed 
before the new pavement is added 
to the former railroad right-of- 
way, Rawles said. 


The test was ordered in anti­ 
cipation of the city’s plans to 
spend $15,000 on the south side 
of the Miracle Mile this year. 
Funds for the project have been 
requested from the state as part 
of San Rafael’s appropriation of 
gasoline taxes collected in the city. 
Rawle said this is thé first time 
in his knowledge that a soil test 
has been made in San Rafael. 
A similar test has been ordered 
on the sub-soil of Irwin street 
where the city will spend $9,000 
for a new pavement and another 
$10,000 for a supplementary sewer 
collecting line. The work will ex­ 
tend from the Irwin street bridge 
to Third street. 
The soil tests will cost the city 
somewhere between $35 to $50. 
Rawles said the tests were not 
made on paving work for Fifth 
avenue and Grand avenue “and 
they stood up well.” Howrever, the 
engineering department is doubt­ 
ful about the Miracle Mile sub­ 
grade and thinks the tests will 
help their planning, Rawles stated.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
Fringe Area Debate Shows 
Need For City-County Unity 


W ill there ever be one consolidated gov­ 
ernment in Marin, that is, one that embrace» 
all tax districts, cities, and the eountv-a 


City and County of Marin? 
T he question i* almost hypothetical. But, 
it’s not quite as hypothetical as “W ill Hades 
ever freeze over?” It’s a question that crops 
up on the Marin scene-in a public way— 
every once in awhile. 
T he other day at a Sounding Board meet­ 
ing over radio station KTIM two of the 
panelists, who met to discuss how much of 
the tax dollar the unincorported areas get, 
»poke out for some kind of consolidated 


government. 
T he particular matter under discussion 
was the old argument of whether cities, as 
incorporated 
municipalities, pay for 
the 
non-city areas’ police and fire protection, for 
health and welfare and other county services. 
It’s an argument that might be battled far 
into the night without decisive results. T he 
fact that two of the panelists, one each a 
resident of a city and a unincorporated area, 
asked for consolidation, may tend to prove 
the futility of such an argument. 
T he fact that this argument crops up from 
time to time; that there is a reassessment 
program going on; that there is constant 
argument* o\er the merits of sheriff’s roving 
patrols and sub-stations; that there is end­ 
less argument and discussion about county 
administrator, county charier, and many 


other issues—tends to prove this: The futility 
of letting these arguments run on endlessly 
with no solution in sight. 
Many county officials, including members 
of the Board of Supersisors have so often 
adopted “wait-and-see’' 
a n d “we-have-to- 
study-and-think-this-thing-out’’ philosophies 


about these matter* and many other im­ 
portant county issues, that it seem* the argu­ 
ments will go on endlessly. 
Apparently 
some 
of 
them 
now 
have 
adopted the same attitudes about the “fringe 
area" law' which provides for method* to 
spread tax loads more evenly. 
It is good thaf they foresee the matter 
need* study—that they know they “don’t 
know all there is to know' about it." But, it'» 


time they began to find out. 
In the county that is growing as rapidly 
as Marin, it is more than apparent that long 
range planning is needed. 
The Board of Supervisors has been asked 
by at least two city governments and one 
other organization to set up “fringe law” 
machinery'. The board has been asked to 
take the initiative. The board has been 
enabled by a legislative act to do so. T he 
board should study the matter. 
Our press is that if the study is pursued 
to its logical conclusion, it will bring forth 
a 
firm recommendation for reorganizing 
and eventually consolidating local govern­ 


ments in Marin. 


49 Or 50-Star Flag In Prospect 


T he observance of Flag Day today, causes 
us to wonder how long “Old Glory" will 
retain its present design. 
If either AJaska or Hawaii is admitted to 
the Union (prospects are not bright at the 
moment) it will necessitate a rearrangement 
of the stars to accommodate the 49th, and 
the 50th also if both become states.

50 it w'ould be more difficult to get a 


balanced design.

T he original flag of the 13 states had 
the stars in a circle “symbolizing the per­ 


petuity of the Union."

In China War 


THINGS HAVE about reached 
the end of a chapter in Indo. 
China. It has been concerned 
with an attempt to form a unit­ 
ed diplomatic front for the pur­ 
pose of negotiating an armistice. 
The attempt has failed and the 
second chapter has begun. In 
this the French, with the British 
playing the role o\ friendly medi­ 
ator, are in effect negotiating 
directly 
with 
the 
Communist 
powers the terms of their own 
withdrawal from Indo-China. 


THIS WE MAY suppose is the 
meaning of Mr. Molotov’s speech 
calling for “direct contact be­ 
tween representatives of both 
sides for the purpose of discus­ 
sion of political questions.” The 
crucial political question is what 
happens to the French-sponsored 
governments of Viet Nam, Laos^ 
and Cambodia when there is, as 
Mr. Molotov puts it, “a with­ 
drawal of all foreign troops from 
the territory 
of 
Indo-China.” 
The 
foreign 
troops 
are 
the 
French Expeditionary Corps. 


THE FACT THAT in this sec­ 
ond chapter France must make 
direct contact with the enemy 
to end the war has been for all 
practical purposes officially con­ 
firmed in Washington this week. 
Mr. Dulles has declared that we 
would intervene in Indo-China 
only if the Chinese made an 
overt intervention and that we 
are not intending to intervene 
in the war between the Viet 
Minh and the Franco-Viet Ñá­ 
mese. This definitive and publio 
refusal of American intervention 
was made in Washington at al­ 
most the very hour when the 
Laniel government was to have 
faced the National Assembly in 
Paris. As a matter of fact, the - 
meeting of the Assembly Wfas 
postponed. But the statement in 
Washington certainly leaves the 
French no doubt as to where they 
stand and is clearly a case of 
calling a spade a spade. 


IT HAS BEEN 
necessary, 
I 
suppose, to do this. But it is cer­ 
tainly too bad that the French 
have to go into their dangerous 
negotiation with their hand ex­ 
posed as holding no card from 
this country. It may be argued 
that there was a compelling rea­ 
son why the possibility of Ameri­ 
can intervention had to be re­ 
moved at this moment. There is 
no doubt that there have been 
raised in Paris dangerously falsa 
hopes. There were French poli­ 
ticians hoping to extricate them­ 
selves from the impossible posi­ 
tion they are in, in Indio-Chinar 
by one of two methods: either 
to pass the burden of the war 
to the United States or to pass 
to the United States the onus of 
giving up the fight. Either, they 
would get Admiral Radford, Vice 
President Nixon and 
Senator 
Knowland to move the war from 
Paris to Washington, 
or 
they 
would be able to argue that they 
had to give up the war because 
President Eisenhower had failed 
them. So it may have been nec­ 
essary to remove all illusions. 


BUT GRANTING 
all 
that, 
something must have gone wrong. 
It ought not to have been nec­ 
essary to say so emphatically 
that we would not intervene Just 
when a negotiation is beginning. 
It ought to have been possible 
to keep alive a salutary and mod­ 
erating anxiety in the minds of 
Molotov and Chou En Lai. Our 
hand has been forced, and our 
diplomatic 
position 
in 
Indo- 
China drastically impaired. This 
is due not to the cleverness of 
Molotov, not to the weakness of 
our European partners, but at 
bottom to our own irreconcilables 
here in Washington. 


They have \aised 
the 
false 
hopes which have then had to 
be denied. They have made a 
united front impossible by their 
extremism, their contempt of ne­ 
gation, their advocacy of a big 
war. They have frightened off, 
indeed 
they 
have 
lined 
up 
against us, all the important na­ 
tions that were needed if there 
was to be a united front.

Of Lawyers' 


Guild Told

WASHINGTON OJ.PV—The Na­ 
tional Lawyers Guild, which wa* 
background to a dramatic inci­ 
dent 
in 
the 
Army-McCarthy 
ruckus, is a 17-year-old organi­ 
zation which was kidnaped by 
Communists almost at the mo­ 
ment of its birth in 1937. 
A group of lawyers met at the 
Washington Hotel here in Feb­ 
ruary of that year and under­ 
took to establish a professional 
association which would be more 
liberal in outlook than the exist­ 
ing American Bar Association. 


THE GUILD GOT into the 
country’s best television show last 
week when Sen. Joseph R. Mc­ 
Carthy 
<R-Wis> 
abruptly re­ 
minded special Army Counsel 
Joseph N. Welch of the fact, al­ 
ready well known, that a young 
associate of Welch’s Boston law 
firm had been a member of the 
Guild and that the Guild had 
been cited as a notorious Com­ 
munist front. The young associ­ 
ate was Frederick G. Fisher Jr., 
presently an active Republican 
by political persuasion although 
a Guild member from 1947 to 
1950. Welch called a foul on Mc­ 
Carthy for that and left t&e 
hearing in tears. 


THE COMMUNIST pattern of 
Lawyers Guild activity began to 
develop shortly after its organi­ 
zation and twice, 1944 and 1950, 
it has been cited by the House 
Un-American Activities Commit­ 
tee as a Communist front. Atty. 
Gen. Herbert Brownell Jr. now 
also seeks to have the Guild 
cited as subversive. 
Within four years of its be­ 
ginnings, Communist corruption 
of the Lawyers Guild had be­ 
come so obvious that notable 
New Dealers who had helped or­ 
ganize it began to protest and 
resign. Among these were New 
York 
Supreme 
Court 
Justice 
Ferdinand Pecora, A. A. Berle, 
one of RFD’s assistant secretar­ 
ies of state, and Robert H. Jack-, 
son, then attorney general and 
now a Supreme Court Justice. 
All of these had quit by the end 
of 1940. 


THE 
GUILD’S 
1941 annual 
convention denounced the “Ges­ 
tapo activities of the FBI” and 
demanded 
Director 
J. 
Edgar 
Hoover’s removal. In one way or 
another the Guild has continued 
that attack. 
The tie-up by cross-member­ 
ship between the Guild and the 
older Communist-sparked Inter­ 
national 
Juridical 
Association 
was effectively exposed in the 
House committee’s 1944 report 
which called the Guild a stream­ 
lined edition of the Association. 
The report quoted the Associa­ 
tion’s published aims, as follows: 
“To combat . . . and resist in­ 
creasing 
executive, 
legislative, 
judicial and administrative op­ 
pression. . . . to rally to support 
the workers and their organiza­ 
tions . . . against the forces of 
the state whenever and wherever 
the latter aligns itself with spe­ 
cial privilege.” 
FIVE YEARS after the Guild 
was organized the Guild s Re­ 
view and the Association's Bul­ 
letin were combined as one pub­ 
lication. Their objectives were 
the same. The Guild's persistent 
efforts to hamstring

FBI 
were matched by its sifigle-mind- 
ed adherence to the Communist 
party line as drawn in Moscow.

French Try

PARIS UP) — Pierre 
Mendes- 
Prance, who wants to negotiate 
with Ho Chi Minh to end the war 
in Indochina, agreed today to try 
to form France’s 20th postwar 
Cabinet. 
Many political figures doubted 
whether th e 47-year-old economic 
and financial expert could get a 
majority in the divided National 
Assembly to go along with his pol­ 
icy, which calls for cutting down 
expenditures in Indochina and 
slowing down France’s military 
buildup in Europe. 
Mendes-France was nominated 
last night by President Rene Coty 
to succeed retiring Premier Joseph 
Laniel, defeated Saturday in a Na 
tional Assembly confidence vote. 
The President also accepted La- 
niels resignation. 
LANIEL FOE 
Mendes-France is a leader of 
the Assembly’s Radical Socialist 
«moderate) bloc, which was cred­ 
ited with bringing down the Laniel 
government. 
Following 
normal 
procedure, he was the first person 
called on to try to form a re­ 
placement. 
Coty delayed accpting Laniel’s 
resignation for a day. It wras be­ 
lieved he did not want France to 
be without a government over the 
weekend in case important deci 
«ions were needed concerning In­ 
dochina. 
Mendes-France’s acceptance was 
announced a few minutes after he 
called on the President today at 
the Elysee Palace (France's White 
House). He had conferred with 
Coty at length last night on the 
political situation. 
The new Premier-designate now 
must consult various party lead­ 
ers in an attempt to rally suffic­ 
ient support to ensure his con­ 
firmation by the Assembly. He 
failed by 13 votes to gain confir­ 
mation as premier 
during 
last 
summer’s 37-day government crisis. 
That crisis was finally resolved 
by the selection of Laniel, who 
served just two weeks short of a 
year. 
WANTS EUROPE BUILDUP 
Mendes-France has been a sharp 
critic of the Laniel administra­ 
tion. He has insisted that France 
must take the best bargain pos­ 
sible 
with 
the 
Communist-led 
Vietmmh in Indochina and con­ 
centrate 
on 
building 
up 
her 
strength in Europe. 
He also is a staunch advocate of 
cuts in military spending and gov­ 
ernment economy as a way to get 
the nation back on her financial 
feet. He insists that only after 
France has a healthy economy can 
she make her full contribution to 
Western defense. 
In seeking Assembly confirma­ 
tion as premier last year, Mendes- 
France said he would support the 
European 
Defense 
Community 
Treaty. French ratification of the 
pact, which would rearm West 
Germans in a six-nation army, has 
been stymied by heavy opposition 
from many qquartcrs in the As­ 
sembly. 
Until confirmation of a new gov­ 
ernment, Laniel and his ministers 
run their departments on a care­ 
taker basis.
